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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The application has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the 
presence of all possible typographical and grammatical errors. However, Applicant's 
cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of which he/she may become aware in 
the application. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 19, 31, 34, and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Delano (US 5,909,153). 

Regarding claims 19, 34, & 35, Delano discloses a part of a communication 
apparatus (see Fig. 3, for example), comprising a switching amplifier (304) operable to 
provide an amplified signal with In an RF band; and a delta-sigma modulator (302), 
wherein the modulator operable to control the switching amplifier (304) in a feedback 
configuration, operable to process an input signal within an intermediate frequency 
band, wherein the input signal corresponding to a base band signal (input) and the 
amplified signal (the output of the amplifier 304), and operable to provide an output 
signal within the RF band to drive the switching amplifier (304) (column 2, lines 41-45). 

Regarding claim 31 , Delano discloses the apparatus of claim 19 including a 
feedback processor (the feedback loop of Fig. 3) operable to convert an input signal 
corresponding to the amplified signal to a feedback signal within the IF band. 
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3. Claims 20-30, 32-33, and 36-40 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Claims 1-18 are allowed.
